Generally  speaking,  the  crew  accommodation  on  board  these 
canal  boats  is  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition  and  the 
defects  noted  are  usually  remedied  by  the  service  of  informal 
notices.  During  the  year,  3 such  notices  were  served  on  owners 
in  respect  of  defects  and  contraventions  on  canal  boats  and  no 
legal  proceedings  were  taken.  The  living  accommodation  on  two 
canal  boats  was  fumigated  for  vermin  infestation. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  on  any  of  the  canal 
boats . 
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SECTION  V - WATER  SUPPLY 


Fish  market 


On  the  fish  narket  the  water  is  obtained  by  gravitation  fron 
the  30,000  gallon  storage  tank  situated  in  the  dock  tower.  The 
tank  is  kept  supplied  by  water  which  is  punped  fron  the 
Alexandra  Dock  and  an  efficient  chlorination  systen  ensures 
freedon  fron  contamination. 

The  number  of  delivery  points  on  the  fish  narket  are  adequate 
and  the  supply  of  water,  generally  speaking,  is  sufficient. 
However,  complaints  are  received  fron  tine  to  time  concerning  lack 
of  pressure  on  the  south  narket,  which  is  the  point  furthest  fron 
the  storage  tank. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  British  Transport  Commission  to 
change  the  source  of  this  water  fron  the  Alexandra  Dock  to  the 
Royal  Dock  and  to  instal  a completely  new  punping  systen  which 
will  incorporate  a new  chlorination  plant. 

This  work  will  be  completed  during  1962  and  should  result  in 
a more  uniform  and  consistent  pressure  throughout  the  systen.

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SECTION  VIII  - VENEREAL  DISEASE 


Every  vessel  entering  the  port  of  Grimsby  is  boarded 
by  an  inspector  who  enquires  into  the  occurrence  of 
venereal  disease  on  board.  Any  person  suffering  from  this 
disease  is  strongly  advised  to  attend  the  Special  Treatment 
Centre  in  Queen  Street  for  treatment  and  for  advice  as  to 
the  method  of  obtaining  further  treatment  at  other  ports 
and  in  other  countries.  Booklets  pointing  out  the  dangers 
of  delay  and  neglect  and  giving  details  of  the  hours  of 
attendance  and  the  location  of  the  Special  Treatment  Centre 
are  placed  on  board  vessels  as  necessary. 

The  Special  Treatment  Centre  is  open  from  10  a.m.  to 
12.30  p.m. , and  from  2 p.m.  to  7 p.m.  every  weekday  except 
Saturday,  when  it  is  closed  at  12.30  p.m.,  and  particulars 
of  the  examination  and  treatment  of  seamen  during  the  year 
1961  are  as  follows:-

All  vessels  arriving  from  foreign  ports  are  examined  by 
the  rat-searcher  for  evidence  of  rat  infestation. 

The  bacteriological  and  pathological  examination  of 
rodents  is  undertaken  by  the  Department  of  Pathology,  Grimsby 
General  Hospital. 

The  deratting  of  ships  is  carried  out  by  trapping, 
poisoning  or  by  fumigating.  H.C.N.  is  the  fumigant  in  general 
use.  The  method  adopted  depends  on  the  severity  of  the 
infestation  and  other  circumstances.  Messrs.  C.  L.  Whitaker  & Co., 
are  the  local  dera.ttl.rjg  contractors,  and  the  work  is  carried  out 
under  the  supervision  of  the  staff  of  this  Authority. 

The  inspectors  and  the  rat-searcher  endeavour  to  secure 
the  efficient  rat-proofing  of  vessels  where  necessary  and 
special  attention  is  paid  to  store-rooms,  food  lockers  and 
linings. 

Generally,  a most  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  persists 
as  far  as  the  rat  infestation  of  vessels  entering  the  port  is 
concerned.

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SECTION  XXV  - PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHELL-FISH)

There  are  no  shell-fish  layings  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Authority. 

Mussels  are  imported  principally  from  Denmark,  and 
samples  from  each  consignment  of  imported  mussels  are 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Where  the  report 
of  the  bacteriologist  indicates  deterioration  in  the  state  of 
cleanliness  of  the  mussels,  subsequent  consignments  from  the 
beds  concerned  are  detained  pending  receipt  of  the 
bacteriologist’s  report.  No  unsatisfactory  reports  were 
received  during  the  year. 

Samples  of  imported  frozen  prawns  were  submitted 
regularly  for  bacteriological  examination.  Although  these 
samples  were  not  consistently  satisfactory,  further  action 
was  in  no  case  considered  necessary.

Fishing  vessels 

During  the  year,  18  cases  of  rat  infestation  in  trawlers 
were  dealt  with  and  satisfactory  results  obtained. 

A constant  state  of  vigilance  is  necessary  in  the 
maintenance  of  a rat  free  fishing  fleet,  as  otherwise  the  rat 
infestation  of  these  vessels  can  spread  with  great  rapidity. 
The  co-operation  of  owners  and  crews  is  at  all  tines  readily 
forthcoming. 


District 


It  can  again  be  recorded  that  the  district  was  free  from 
any  serious  infestation  by  rats  during  the  year  under  review. 
Actually,  the  number  of  reports  received  in  respect  of  mice 
exceeded  the  reports  about  rats. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  considerable  publicity  was 
given  to  a serious  increase  in  the  rat  population  in  certain 
parts  of  Lincolnshire.  As  far  as  the  Grimsby  port  health 
district  is  concerned,  all  that  can  be  said  is  that  no  increase 
in  rat  infestation  has  yet  been  noted. 

Regular  inspection  of  all  premises  is  carried  out  and  the 
ratcatcher  of  the  Port  Health  Authority  works  in  close 
co-operation  with  the  ratcatcher  of  the  British  Transport 
Commission,  so  that  the  whole  of  any  particular  area  can  be 
dealt  with  at  the  same  time  in  one  treatment.  Generally,  the 
situation  is  very  satisfactory. 
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CREW  ACCOMMODATION 


Merchant  vessels 


The  general  improvement  in  the  standard  of  living 
accommodation  in  the  merchant  vessels  visiting  this  port  has 
already  been  commented  upon  in  previous  reports.  This 
improvement  has  been  maintained  during  the  year  under  review. 

No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing  the 
implementation  of  the  inspectors’  recommendations  concerning 
any  unsatisfactory  features  noted  in  the  course  of  inspections. 
Whenever  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  communicate  with  the 
owners  of  vessels,  immediate  co-operation  has  usually  been 
forthcoming. 

The  almost  complete  absence  of  insect  vermin  continues 
to  form  one  of  the  most  encouraging  aspects  of  the  existing 
situation. 


Fishing  vessels 

The  general  standard  of  maintenance  in  the  crew 
accommodation  of  fishing  vessels  based  on  Grimsby  continues 
to  be  very  high.  The  difference  in  the  state  of  cleanliness 
in  deep  water  and  near  water  trawlers  which  has  been  commented 
upon  in  previous  reports  still  exists,  but  the  number  of  old 
vessels  sailing  from  Grimsby  is  decreasing  steadily  and  now  it 
is  only  a question  of  time  before  the  entire  fleet  is 
composed  of  up-to-date  trawlers.

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DISTRICT  - GENERAL  CONDITIONS 


Fish  docks 


Increased  capacity  of  the  dredger  fleet  has  made  it  possible 
to  commence  dredging  No.  2 Fish  Dock  and  this  work  will  continue 
until  all  the  landing  berths  have  been  dredged.  The  dredging  of 
this  dock  should  result  in  a substantial  lessening  of  the  somewhat 
objectionable  odours  which  can  sometimes  be  noted  during  hot,  dry 
weather. 

It  is  anticipated  that  work  will  soon  be  commenced  on  the 
widening  of  the  entrance  to  No.  2 Fish  Dock  to  sixty  feet.  This 
work  will  be  completed  during  1962  and  will  entail  the  elimination 
of  the  existing  swing  bridge. 

A scheme  is  being  prepared  for  the  re -construction  of  the  east 
side  of  No.  2 Fish  Dock. 

The  steady  reduction  in  the  number  of  coal  burning  trawlers 
has  resulted  in  the  immediate  redundancy  of  one  of  the  three 
coaling  appliances  in  No.  3 Fish  Dock.  This  appliance  is  to  be 
dismantled  and  the  berth  used  as  an  oil  bunkering  station.  The 
existing  oil  bunkering  berth  on  the  North  Quay  will  then  be 
discontinued. 

Consideration  is  being  given  to  the  dismantling  of  the 
remaining  two  coaling  appliances  and  it  is  anticipated  that  these 
two  jetties  will  be  used  as  fitting  out  berths. 


Roadways,  etc. 

The  use  of  a mechanical  road  sweeper  has  resulted  in  a much 
improved  state  of  cleanliness  in  the  roadways  about  the  fish  docks. 
A second  sweeper  unit,  of  smaller  capacity,  has  been  brought  into 
use,  on  an  experimental  basis. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  unmade  roadway  leading  to  fish 
processing  premises  on  the  North  Quay  will  be  re-constructed  during 
1962  and  the  new  roadway  off  Wickham  Road  is  to  be  extended.  It  is 
also  intended  to  provide  road  access  to  the  extreme  north  end  of 
the  fish  market. 

There  are  now  ten  mobile  rubbish  containers  in  use,  each  of 
twelve  cubic  yards  capacity  and  it  is  understood  that  this  fleet 
will  be  still  further  increased  in  the  near  future.  This  system 
of  rubbish  collection  is  proving  most  successful. 
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Generally  speaking,  the  surfaces  of  the  roadways 
throughout  the  fish  docks  and  the  commercial  docks  may  now 
he  regarded  as  quite  satisfactory. 

A few  years  ago  some  of  these  roads  were  pot  holed  and 
dilapidated  and  the  task  of  maintaining  them  in  a reasonably 
clean  state  was  most  disheartening,  if  not  actually 
impossible. 

Moreover,  the  condition  of  such  roadways  had  a very 
adverse  effect  on  the  cleanliness  of  the  premises  adjoining. 
The  approach  to  these  premises  was  often  barred  by  pot  holes 
filled  with  stagnant  water,  obviously  a most  undesirable 
circumstance,  especially  in  the  case  of  fish  processing 
premises. 

Again,  the  smooth  concrete  surface  of  the  reconstructed 
roadways  is  particularly  suitable  for  the  use  of  mechanical 
road  sweepers;  in  fact,  the  use  of  these  machines  would  have 
been  impossible  under  the  conditions  previously  obtaining. 

Altogether,  tremendous  progress  has  been  made  towards 
the  provision  of  a complete  system  of  up-to-date  roadways 
throughout  the  fish  docks  and  the  commercial  docks. 


Public  convenienc es 


The  public  conveniences  throughout  the  dock  estate  are 
maintained  in  a clean,  hygienic  state. 

Consideration  is  being  given  to  the  provision  of  an 
extra  urinal  at  the  north  end  of  the  Royal  Dock,  west  side. 
The  increased  activity,  resulting  from  the  completion  of  the 
reconstruction  of  this  side  of  the  Royal  Dock,  indicates  the 
advisability  of  such  an  addition. 

The  public  conveniences  within  the  dock  area  are  of 
modem  design  and  construction. 


Fish  processing  premises  and  factories 

It  seems  certain  that  the  desirability  of  an  all  round 
improvement  in  the  hygienic  handling  of  fish  is  being  accepted 
by  the  major  part  of  the  industry  and  several  firms  are 
energetically  engaged  in  studying  ways  and  means  in  which 
existing  methods  can  be  improved  upon. 
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In  this  connection,  the  education  in  hygiene  of  the  fish 
handlers  is  not  being  neglected  and  the  existing  situation 
can  be  summed  up  in  a few  words.  There  exists  an  ever  growing 
consciousness  of  the  need  to  improve  on  the  present  standard 
of  hygiene  in  fish  handling  and  an  appreciation  of  the  many 
benefits  to  be  derived  therefrom. 

The  development  of  the  land  in  the  vicinity  of 
Humber  Bridge  Road  continues  and  the  erection  of  additional 
food  processing  premises  is  proceeding  apace,  as  well  as 
premises  which  can  be  described  as  ancillary  to  the  fishing 
industry. 

When  all  the  projected  buildings  have  been  completed,  it 
is  thought  that  the  locality  in  question  will  be  among  the 
most  modern  of  its  type  in  the  country,  providing  unrivalled 
facilities  for  the  hygienic  handling  of  food  in  very  large 
quantities. 

All  this  development  is  connected  with  the  production  of 
food,  in  one  form  or  another,  and  therefore  of  particular 
interest  to  the  Port  Health  Authority. 


Commercial  docks 
Royal  Dock  (east  side) 

The  work  of  reconstructing  the  roadways  on  the  east  side 
of  the  Royal  Dock  has  been  completed  and  constitutes  a 
tremendous  improvement  over  the  old,  unmade  surfaces. 

The  demolition  of  disused  warehouses  Nos.  1 and  2 has 
been  completed,  and  a scheme  is  being  considered  for  the 
development  of  the  quayside  berths  abreast  of  these  sites. 

Such  a scheme  would  also  allow  for  the  reconstruction  of  the 
road  surfaces  in  this  vicinity. 

During  the  year,  the  warehouses  known  as  Nos.  9 and  9a 
were  demolished  and  the  site  is  now  occupied  by  a cold  store 
of  6,000  tons  capacity.  Warehouse  No.  10  has  also  been 
demolished  and  the  site  re-surfaced.  This  site  is  now  in  use 
as  a lorry  park. 

The  contract  has  now  been  allocated  for  the  re-surfacing 
of  the  floor  of  the  warehouse  which  is  used  for  the  landing  of 
imported  bacon.  When  this  work  is  completed,  the  painting  of 
the  interior  of  the  import  warehouses  will  be  undertaken. 
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It  is  -understood  that  a decision  has  "been  taken  regarding 
the  two  coaling  appliances  in  the  Royal  Dock.  The  dismantling 
of  both  these  appliances  will  soon  be  commenced  and  the  work 
will  probably  be  completed  during  1963. 


Offensive  trades 


Fish  curing  and  the  manufacture  of  fish  meal  and  cod  liver 
oil  are  the  scheduled  offensive  trades  carried  on  within  the  dock 
area.  The  premises  concerned  have  been  kept  under  supervision  by 
the  port  health  staff  throughout  the  year. 


Canteens,  cafes  etc. 

There  are  a large  number  of  canteens,  cafes,  teashops  etc., 
situated  within  the  dock  area.  These  premises  are  inspected 
periodically  by  an  inspector  of  this  Authority  and  every 
endeavour  is  made  to  secure  the  maintenance  of  a high  standard 
of  hygiene.

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FISH  MARKET  - GENERAL  CONDITIONS 


The  re-construction  of  the  northern  section  of  the  fish 
market  has  been  completed  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the 
displaced  merchants  were  resuming  their  activities  thereon. 

The  work  of  re-constructing  the  adjoining  section  of  the 
market  will  he  commenced  at  once  and  it  is  the  intention  of 
the  British  Transport  Commission  to  reconstruct  the  entire 
northern  end  of  the  fish  market,  as  far  as  the  swing  bridge. 
This  work  is  certain  to  take  a considerable  time  to  complete, 
as  the  extent  of  each  section  being  dealt  with  is  limited  by 
the  number  of  merchants  for  whom  alternative  accommodation 
can  be  found. 

A scheme  is  now  being  prepared  for  dealing  with  Henderson 
and  Chapman  jetties.  These  jetties  are  parallel  to  each  other, 
protrude  some  distance  into  No.  2 Fish  Dock  and  are  separated 
by  a roadway  which  is  several  feet  below  the  level  of  the 
jetties. 

It  is  proposed  to  fill  in  this  roadway  to  the  level  of 
the  floor  of  the  jetties  so  that  the  entire  area  will  present 
one  flat  surface.  It  is  possible  that  in  future,  these 
jetties  will  be  used  for  the  landing  of  trawlers. 


Fish  containers  used  on  market 


The  Grimsby  Exchange,  Limited,  maintain  a stock  of  about 
35,000  x 10  stone  aluminium  alloy  containers  for  use  in 
packing  the  fish  when  it  is  landed  from  the  trawlers.  The 
maintenance  of  these  containers  in  a clean  state  is  a 
considerable  task  and  it  must  be  stated  that  at  present  the 
state  of  cleanliness  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

Representations  have  been  made  to  the  Grimsby  Exchange 
concerning  these  containers.  A considerable  sum  of  money  has 
been,  and  ii  being  spent  on  the  installation  of  new  box  washing 
machinery,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  an  appreciable  improvement 
will  have  been  effected  by  the  spring  of  1962.

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The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by 
Mr.  D.  F.  Carter,  of  the  National  Dock  Labour  Board,  and  refers 
to  medical  and  other  amenities  provided  by  that  Board :- 


"Port  medical  services 


An  extension  of  coverage  provided  by  the 
Flour  Square  Medical  Centre  was  approved  by  the 
National  Board,  and  the  Centre  has  been  open  from 
5.50  a.m.  to  1.50  p.m.  since  October,  1961.  The 
earlier  opening  time  provides  a service  for  fish 
lumpers  following  their  normal  finishing  time,  and 
longer  coverage  for  the  commercial  docks  during 
working  hours.  The  Medical  Centre  at  Immingham 
continues  to  provide  a service  from  8 a.m.  to 
5 p.m. 


Rehabilitation,  as  provided  by  the  unit  at 
Scartho  Road,  the  Ministry  of  Labour’s  unit  at 
Egham,  Surrey,  and  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  at 
Garston  Manor,  Herts.,  has  played  an  important 
part  in  maintaining  a physically  fit  labour  force. 

The  normal  week-end  refresher  course  for 
qualified  first-aiders  from  the  Hunter  ports  was 
held  at  Skegness  in  the  spring.  The  Board 
welcomed  the  co-operation  at  this  school,  of 
Dr.  Glenn,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Grimsby, 
and  Mr.  Brown,  the  Grimsby  Ambulance  Officer. 

The  existing  number  of  first-aiders  continue 
to  give  excellent  service,  but  additions  to  their 
numbers  during  the  year  were  very  small." 
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
